A delegate from the Hazlefon region 
Mked how the individual operators 
Stood on the arbitration plan. He call- 
ed attention to the fact that the arbi- 
tration offer made by the railroad op- 
eimtmrs did not contain the name of 
John Markle, or the name of any oth- 
er individual concern. In reply Mr. 
Mitchell said that while no Individual 
operators bad signed the plan be did 
not understand that they were against 
It A delegate from Wiikesbarre said 
the superintendent of the Kingston 
Coal company had i romised to give 
work to all men wlio applied. This 
brooght out considerable applause. 

In an impassioned speech by anoth- 
er delegate from the Wyoming valley, 
he asked the men to stop talking 
about all getting back to work. He 
hoped the convention would take a 
vote and end the strike. The debate 
was continued for 16 minutes more 
and the committee on resolutions was 
called upon but it was not ready. At 
this juncture it seemed to be the de- 
sire of the delegates to end the de- 
bate. No one caring to speak a dele- 
gate arose and took exception to an 
article in one of the local newspapers, 
but the objector was pacified by an 
explanation from Mr. Mitchell. There 
being nothing fnrther to do but wait 
on the rei)oi t of the committee on res- 
olutions, a delegate suggested a song. 
The only colored dele;,'aie in tlie con- 
vention was called upon and respon i- 
ed. 

Presirlent Mitchell, after the con- 
vention had tiivm Itself over to heat- 
ed debate f<ir an hour find a hall, 
arose and calmly told the delegates 
tbat it must be apparent to all of 
them that tltere was no doubt what- 
ever that the president's iiropot^al 
would be adopted. There had been a 
renewal of the serious opposition of 
the steam men a«d heated words had 
parsed between delegates. Explana- 
tions of the proposal had been madfe 
In four languages. There seemed to 
be more opposition than ever to set- 
tlement, when ttiddenly. there was a 
break In the clouds when a motion 
was put by a delegate down in front, 
sear the presiding oflScer. In a clear 
voloe the strike leader called for a 
vote on the all Important question and 
Instantly there was a roar of ap- 
plause. When the quMtion was put, 
bj • unanimous viva voce vote, the 



convention accepted the arbitration 
plan. Groat cheers greeted the an 
nouncement of the result. The reso 
lutlon as adopted, carries with It a 
declaration that the strike is off and 
provides for ah immediate resumption 
of work in the eoal mines thSOUgbout 
the anthracite region. 

Passed With Cheers. 

There waa one loud roar of approv 
al when the great strike was ofBclally 
off. The deleffates arose and cheered 
for fully a minute. President Mitchell 
came in for a share of applause. When 
quiet was restored resolutions were 
adopted thanking all organizations 
and Individuals for the assistance 
they have rendered the mine workers 
in the strike. A resolution was also 
adopted recommending to the state 
legislature so person under 21 years 
l>e employed in or about mines for 
more than eight hours a day. Anoth 
er important action was the adopt.on 
of a resolution tnat all men who are 
needed to place the mines iu condi 
tion can return to work at once. This 
applies more particularly to the en 
gineers, firemen and pumpmen. Tho 
engineers made another plea that 
lomething be done in the way of tak 
ing care of tbe men who failed to find 
work. It was decided that this qwcs 
tlon bo left in the hands cf the execu- 
live boards ot tlte ii.ree utSii'.ci.s. 

Envelopes addressed to President 
Mitchell at Wiikesbarre were distrlb 
ttted among the delegates witn in 
structions tbat all pey truib.;.' ?, d lo 
bills statements of waRcs and ai;y 
thing that may help the miners in 
their case before the arbitration com- 
mission be Ant to blm. There being no 
further business before the conven 
lion a delef,-ate arose and suggested 
that before :iiljoi:rning the delegates 
should sing "My Country 'Tis of 
Thee," "Just to show that we are law- 
abiding cm/en.-;.' riii.s .v..^ >i(.iio aiKi 
the .Mine Worke.-s' convtniion camt 
to end with three cheers for John 
.Mitchell. 

Reselutions Presented. 

"We, thf committee on resolutions, 
beg leave to recommend that the fol- 
lowing communication be adopted and 
forwarded to Theodore Roosevelt, 
president of the United States of 
America: 

During the concluding of a sons the 
committee cn resolutions arrived. The 
•' immlttee made its report Immediate' 
iy. It was as follows: 

The debate on reinsfatemr nt was 
immediately resumed. One d( legato 
strenuously objected to the a<it'i)iion 
of the resolutions because no provi- 
sion Is made in them for the men who 
may tail to ^-ot work. 

Will Call Ccmmission. 

President .M;'e;nll iuuK i.noi' l 'bat 
he had received a telegram from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt saying that he would 
call a meeting of the oommipsion inr- 
medlately af*er the favoreble action 
of the conimittee. Pr sident Mitcheil 
said he bad reason to believe that the 
finding of the committee would be an- 
nounced in one month after the close 
of the conventlcn. 

There were cries fr^r the previous 
question, but President Mitchell stop- 
ped thid by announcing that every 
man would be given a chance to speak 
and that he would not entertain a mo- 
tion to vote so kins r.s tl:( re was one 
delepiate In the hall who wanted to be 
liHjud. National Secretary-Treasurer 
W B. Wilson was recognized by the 
chair. He made a strong speech f^r 




and I now earnestly ask and urge that 
the miners likewise aeeept this com- 

mlfslon. It is a mntter of vital cor-

SEWS A HUMAJ HEABl 

Sis Btltobes Taken in Veutrleleofa 

Perforated H«>art. 

New York, Oct. iM — One of tho rar- 
est oiieratlons known to surgery — the 
sewing up of a severed ventricle-of a 
hun V heart — has been performed at 
Bellevue hospital. 

The patient vas .\r.nie Kini-'slcy, 
who was stabbed by her husband dur 
tng a quarrel on the street. She was 
thfought to be dying when the ambu- 
lance reached the hospital. The blood 
was pouring fi-om a long wound in iiio 
left ventricle which supplies the body 
with blood, while the right pumps to 
the lungs. The surgeons knew the 
flow must be checked at once if the 
woman was to be saved. Tl.o opera- 
tion was decided upon. Ii w.ts per- 
formed by two si: ; :;f<iii'-- wiih I." mnr» 
looking on. The iieart was laid bare 
and the surgeons saw that the wound 
was very severe. It would require six 
stitches, fliiriua; intervals between 
the beats (>f the heart, the needle was 
Inserted six times and the flow of 
blood was stopped. The wound was 
carefully dressed and the surgeons 
waited to see the reeult. The patient 
rallied rapidly and the surgeons ex- 
pressed tbe b(lie( that she will re- 
cover.

Columbus, O., Oct. 21.— The report 
ot conference committee was submit- 
ted to the house wl.en it reconvened. 
The bouse adopted by an overwheioH 
ing majority the McKlnnon resolution 
for a constitutional amendment per- 
mitting a limited classification of 
cities in Ohto. The proposed amend- 
mcnt provides for three classes, all 
cities having a pcjpulation of over 100,- 
000 to be cities of the first class, un- 
der 100,000 and over 25,000, second 
class; under 25,000, third class. 

When the resolution came up for 
adoption, Melsel of Cuyahoga, offerc-d 
an amendment permitting the council 
or other legislative body of any city 
to draft its own charter. 

Mr. McNamee of Franklin made an 
earnest appeal for tlie submission of 
some kind of a consti'inioiial amend- 
ment In reference to tbe government 
of cities.
